Hill. Bristol, president of tho Delaware 
River Coach Company, today charged

The Bristol company was hailed Ix:- 
fore Hie Commission to show cause 
why its certificates of public conveni­ 
ence should not be revoked and can­ 
celled for the “unsafe and inadequate 
condition” of its equipm ent and of tho 
consequent danger to the public. 


Commissioner F. P. Gruenborg took 
the case under advisement after hear 
Ing testimony in ids office here. 
It is 
expected 
the 
Commission 
will 
an ­ 
nounce its findings in a couple 
of 
weeks. 
Duly one witness, an inspector for 
the Commission, appeared against tho 
bus line and the hearing did not bring 
out the name of the Instigator of tho 
action 
against 
tho 
Delaware 
River 
Couch Company. 


T he bus line operates motor vehicles 
as common curriers 
for 
the 
trans­ 
portation of persons between Morris­ 
ville and Yardley; and between Mor­ 
risville aud the intersection of Bristol 
Pike and Poquessing Creek.
